Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 21, 41, 61, 81 and 101, the references teach all limitations of 
the claim except balancing traffic using logical ports and using physical ports thus giving 
two-tiered balancing to all the frames exiting the switch. 

This taken with all other limitations of the dependent claims is considered novel 
and non-obvious.
